Metropolitan Hall, Ban Francisco, 


was fl'led to overflowing Saturday 
night Long before the hour of meet- 
ing every seat was filled and when the 
meeting was called to order standing 
room was at a premium. The chair- 
man, Judge Belshaw, said the object of 
the meeting was to get the people to 
take action in favor of the recoinage of 
silver and .to lend their support in 
bringing it once more to its proper 
place in the coinage of the world, and 
he deemed it inadvisable to mix this 
particular polit1 -al question with any 
other question. 


Keaolutions were adopted declaring 


that contratioii of the nation's currency 
tends to financial ruin. It has led to 
hard times, is paralyzing industrial 
enterpribes, causing crops to be aban- 
doned for want 'jit money to move 
them; stopping silver mining and throw- 
ing vast numbers oi workmen upon an 
already glutted labor market. The sil 
ver question la of world-wide import- 
ance, involving as it does the only re- 
lief from the domination of the gold 
trust; that the secret demonetization 
of silver was ^ crime, which can never 
bo expatiated e\i ept by its complete 
rehabilitation, and that California is 
in full sympathy with her sister states 
wherein silver mining is the chief in- 
dustry 


Tne meeting declared that it is the 


duly of all senators and congressmen 
of California in the matter of silver to 
regard the will and interest of their 
constituents and of the people rather 
than the will of party leaders and the 
president and that while the passage 
of the fe .^rmau act was a mistake, its 
repeal would be a greater one until 
such legislation has been secured that 
will afford ample guarantee of the use 
of silver in the ratio existing under our 
laws prior to 1873 The adoption of a 
purely American policy was favored, 
free from foreign influence, and from 
enforced obedience to the money kings 
of London und Berlin, and the belief 
was expressed that such a policy would 
restore confidence, avert further disas- 
ter and restore all interests to then* 
normal healthy condition. 


Timothy Guy Phelps, ex-collector of 


customs, made the opening speech and 
he was followed by G W. Baker and 
Col A C Ellis 
At the close of the 


speaking resolutions demanding that 
the representatives in congress from 
the fourth and tilth districts vote 
against the repeal or modification of 
the so-uiUed Sherman act unless such 
modification bo supplemented by pro- 
vision tor the iroe and unlimited coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 was 
adopted without a ditsentmg vote.

Tf Senator Peikins is governed in 


his action on the silver question by 
the sentiment of the people as ex- 
pressed at the public meetings now 
being held, he will undoubtedly rote 
for free coinage. 


Senator Perkins was elected governor 


of California in 1879, when he was the 
Republican candidate against Dr Hugh 
Glenn, the Democratic nominee, and 
William F. White, the father of United 
States Senator Stephen M. White, who 
was the Workingmen's candidate. He 
is 56 years of age and a native of Maine 
and will hold office by virtue of his ap- 
pointment until the next session of 
the legislature.

Senator Sherman of Ohio publicly de- 
clared that Platt and all others who 
made such assertions ought to be 
hanged. Not one of the gold papers or 
speakers condemn the unwarranted

The fair Closed on Sunday—Fires. 
CHICAGO, July 24.—-The world's lair 


was closed Sunday to all but employes 
concessionaires and newspaper repre- 
presentatives. The whole aspect of the 
grounds was one of peaceful quiet.

tures building, chargeable again to the 
careless handling of fireworks outside, 
was only averted last night by prompt 
work of the firemen. Two of these oc- 
currences in a week have been enough, 
and hereafter fireworks, if they are 
sent up, will have to go off from a float 
a thousand feet in the lake. 


A panic was narrowly averted in the 


Palmer House by a fire in the hotel 
laundry in the basement. A great 
volume of smoke rolled up through 
the halls and into the rooms, seriously 
alarming the guests, who were, how- 
ever quickly assured that there was no 
danger. 


Race IHot in Pennsylvania. 


SORANTON, Pa., July 24.—At Price- 


burg, yesterday, a number of Huns and 
Poles got drunk, after being paid and a 
fight ensued Four Hungarians were 
arrested and locked up. Later in the 
evening a large body of Hungarians 
proceeded to the jail, overpowered the 
keeper and liberated the prisoners. The 
Poles took exception to this and a 
serious race fight began, which lasted 
three hours, the officers being driven 
off. 
Over thirty men were injured, 


three fatally, and some damage was 
done to property. The sheriff went to 
town with a well armed posse about 
midnight and quelled the riot.

THE COMSTOCK MTNJKS. 


One of the Most Critical Periods In the 


History of the Great Lode. 


Chas. H, Fish, president of the Con- j 


solidated California 
and Virginia,' 


Orphir, Mexican, Union, and Sierra] 
Nevada mining companies, went to Vir-' 
ginia city Saturday. The San Fran- j 
Cisco KeportbiM the following relative 
to his mission to the Comstock, and to 
the reduction of expenses: 
"It is understood that one of the ob- 


jects of his trip is to look into the feas- 
ibility of shutting down the C. and C. 
shaft and working most of the mines 
named through the Orphir shaft, which 
has been put in good order. If this can 
be done advantageously it will effect a 
great saving of expenses for all these 
mines. It would not be necessary to 
hoist the waste rock to the surface, for 
that can be sent out through the Sutro 
Tunnel under the existing contract 
with the Comstock Tunnel Company. 


On the same train that will carry Mr. 


Fish will also go five important docu- 
ments. They will be addressed to the 
Virginia & Truckee Railroad Company, 
Virginia and Gold Hill Mining Com- 
pany, Sierra Wood and Lumber Com- 
pany, and the miners' and mechanics' 
unions of Virginia and Gold Hill. 
They contain a request that the charges 
of the corporations and the wages of 
miners and mechanics be reduced to 
conform with a reduction of the salar- 
ies of all officials connected with the 
mining companies which has been 
agreed upon. The signatures of the 
President and Secretary of every min- 
ing company on the Comstock are 
fixed to the documents. Accompany- 
ing each is a letter asking that the re- 
quests be considered and a reply made 
as early as possible. 


It now remains to be Been whether 


the railroad, the wood and lumber, and 
water companies, and the miners and 
mechanics of the Comstock will join 
with the salaried officials of the mines 
in this movement to reduce expenses. 


If the desired reduction hi expenses 


can be made 1,000 men will be put 
to work in the mines, and vast quanti- 
ties of ores assaying from $12 to $20 per 
ton, containing a high percentage of 
gold, can be extracted and made to 
yield a fair profit. The number of 
miners actually at work in the Com- 
stock at the present time does not ex- 
ceed 325. If expenses cannot be re- 
duced, and the companies find that 
they cannot collect assessments, they 
will be reluctantly compelled to close 
down all the mines The injury of 
such a complete suspension of work 
to the railroad, wood, lumbar and 
water interests, the miners, mechanics, 
merchants and others who depend 
upon the Comstock, would be great, 
and if possible, it should be averted by 
an acceptance of the reductions pro- 
posed, wdich, if made, will bring pros- 
perity to the whole Comstock. Min- 
ing on the Comstock as a steady and 
legitimate business ought to continue 
for many generations to come. Con- 
are, most of the mines should be self 
sustaining, and several of them regu- 
larly paying dividends, even with sil- 
ver at its present depressed price, for 
the ores on the average contain nearly 
one-halt' gold and in some cases three- 
quarters gold. 


It remains with those leading inter- 


ests who are about to be appealed to to 
decide whether the great lode shall be 
operated in such a profitable way or 
whether it shall be speedily abandoned.

Fl ushi ne Fregh Water Pipes. 


A vegetable growth in the water uiaina 


at St. Pan! has been the cause of som 
trouble. The first case was discovered 
by the siiperintendent in one of two 
service pipes in a single trench supply 
ing u double house. A complaint was 
uiailo of bad water, which flushing failec 
to improve. One of the pipes delivered 
pure water, and one supplied a muddy 
liquid that was of no use. These facts lee 
to the conclusion that one of the services 
was ftral, and the remedy applied on this 
supposition proved effective. The boiler 
of a portable engine was connected with 
the faucet of the kitchen sink from 
which the muddy water • came and 
steam pressure of 70 pounds forcec 
against the S3 pounds water pressure for 
30 minutes—thereby driving the water 
out of the pipe. 


Since that time the pipe has always 


delivered clear water, and 13 similar 
cases have been successfully treated in 
the same manner. Great care has to be 
taken that there are no leaks in the serv- 
ice pipes and that none of the fittings 
are open during the steaming process.— 
Engineering Becord.

Entries for the running purses must be 
made two days preceding the race, before i> 
o'clock p, M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which thev 
will start tho day before the race at 6 p. M. 


Horses entered In nursescan only bo drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, tlio 


name, age and sex of tho horse, und the 
weight and colors of the rider must be given. 
After u horse has rim once at tho meeting, 
the name of the horse, with the weight to be 
carried at the race i» sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of dlilt-r- 
ent interests to enter and start or the rare 
may be declared off by tho executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with thih rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, 
will be allowed ten pounds, und all horses 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
carry live pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all racev unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
l»e paid prior to weighing tnc jockey out. 


Where there in more than one entry by one 


ijerKon, or in one interest, the particular 
liorae they are to start mnat be named by (i- 
i'. M. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of BO, 30 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar» the best 
three in five, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold u 
less number than five to Jill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the* 
purse, whichshall be divided pro rota. 


In all two in three races horses not winning; 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and in 
all three in five races horses not w inning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided as follows: 
Kti% to the first and 33J4 to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fu«ed. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a boric in a running race, under 
these conditions, accept* the decision of the 
Board of -Pi rectors on any question relating 
jo a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rule* to 
overu trotting races. Pacific Coo*t Blood 
.aorve Association rules to govern all running 
race* where they do not conflict with these 
cond Itions.
